band as she heard shots coming 
from the nearby-by woods. 

She and Mr. Wickham — a 


surrounding country, 
game-shooting was common. 

Little did Mrs. Wickham real- 
ize that what she heard was 
the death-knell of a woman she 
knew well — Mrs. Caroline 
Mary Lward, wife of Major- 
General Charles Edward Luard, 
who lived at Ightham Knoll, a 
near-by mansion. 

An hour later the genera! 
eame to her door, distraught 
and trembling. “My wife... 
my wife’... a terrible accident 
... ” he stammered. He asked 
to see the coachman, but Mrs. 
Wickham told him that her hus- 
band had gone to the stables. 
The general, though apparent- 
ly near to collapse,;-went up to 
the Wilkinson manor where he 
was met by the butler, Herbert 
Harding. “She is dead,” were 
the general's first words. Then, 
after a brief rest, he went with 
Harding to a little summer- 
house on the estate. 

There the horrified butler 
saw Mrs. Luard. lying dead, her 
face almost unrecognizable from 
bullet wownds and blackened 
with powder. The 
atable was summoned, and 
within an hour a police doctor 
and detective arrived from Maid- 
stone. — 

It was a clear case of brutal 
murder. The woman had been 
battered with a heavy stick. 


Then, when she had slumped ¢ 


down on the”steps to the ver- 
anda, her killer had fired sev- 
eral shots at her head from 
close range. One of the bullets 
had entered under her left eye 
and almost tore open her face. 
Another had entered behind her 
right ear. 

There was no clue to the iden- 
tity of the murderer, nor could 
any possible motive be discov- 
ered. The revolver from which 
the shots had been fired was 
missing. In fact, it was never 
found. 

Throughout that night of Aug- 
ust 2nd, 1908, and the following 
day, policemen and estate work- 
ers searched the woods. Blood- 
hounds, were brought in, but no 
trail was found. No stranger had 
been seen in the district either 
before or after the crime. 

The murder rocked London 
society and the landed gentry of 
Kent, among whom the general

The general, squire of Ightham 
Knoll, had lived happily in re- 
tirement with his wife, and both 
took part in many local affairs.

If the murderer was a tramp 
who had been tempted by the 
sight of an unprotected woman 
to attack and rob her — why did 
he leave her trinkets untouched? 


Would such a man possess an 
automatic. revolver? If jhe did, 
would he be so reckless as to fire 
several shots in broad daylight 
on the veranda of a summer- 
house frequently used by its 
owners? 

Why; after having battered his 
victim. unconscious, did he kill 
her in‘a manner that suggested 
blind, senseless fury? And how 
did he manage to slink away 
without leaving a trace and 
without being seen? 

Pe information that the gen- 
eral gave to the police did not 
help them. He told them that on 
that fine August day he accom- 
panied his wife on a_ stroll 
through the woods. Then he de- 
cided to go to the golf club to 
see if he could find a partner. 
His wife said she would walk 
to the Wilkinson’s summer- 
house, near Fish Pond Wood, in 
the hope of finding a member of 
the family there at tea-time. Her 
husband was to meet her there 
later. 

The general arrived at the 
club-house at 3.30 p.m. and was 
seen by a caretaker. There,was 
no one there to give him a game, 
so he decided to go home, On 
his way he met the local clergy- 
man, the Rev. Albert Cotton. 
After an hour General Luard ar- 
rived home and found he had a 
visitor, a Mrs. Stewart. 

The General explained that 
his wife had gone for a walk, in- 
tending to visit the Wilkinsons 
at the summer-house, and added 
that he was going to meet her 
there. 

General Luard told the police 
— and later the coroner’s jury 
at the inquest — that he walked 
to the summer-housé and found 
his wife’s body on the veranda. 
It was later established that none 
of the Wilkinson family had beer. 
to the summer-house that after- 
noon. 

At the inquest a verdict of 
“murder by a person or persons 
unknown” was returned. But 
soon gossip started in the Ken+- 
ish village. The general began 
to receive anonymous letters, ac- 
cusing him of the murder of his 
wife. 


reason why this elderly man, an 
officer with a distinguished rec- 
ord in the Boer War, married for 
many years and extremely fond 
of his devoted wife, should have 
committed such a senseless and 
brutal murder. 

And yet, there were some un- 
explained features in the ‘gen- 
eral’s story. Why did Mrs. Luard 
go to the summer-house? The 
police established that she must 
have known that it would be 
empty and locked up. Mrs. Wil- 
kinson had told her this a few 
days before, mentioning that, be- 
cause of some repairs, the sum- 
mer-house was not being used.

Headhunter Wore 
A Bowler Hat 


Can any darilly rival the re- 
cord of the painter F. W. Hay- 
man Chaffey for world travel? 
In 1949 he and his wife, Patri- 
cia, sold all they. possessed and 
left their old Sussex farmhouse 
on the Rother, intending to 
rbsam Europe with their year- 
old daughter, Susan, in a carry- 
cot. In® fact, they roamed the 
world. 


They earned their keep paint- 
ing, typing, guarding embassies, 
guiding tourists, holding exhi- 
bitions and selling Chaffey’s 
pafntings. They bought an ol 
Moorish house on the island o 
Majorca and arranged an exhi- 
bition in Madrid. 

Chaffey gives a graphic ac- 
count of their adventures in 
“The Road Grew No Moss,” il- 
lustrated with his own photo- 
graphs and drawings. 

In, 1955, while in Mexico City, 
Chaffey received a cable from 
London offering him a one-man 
show at the Hanover Gallery in 
February, 1958. So they set out 
to cross Central and South Am- 
erica to Rio de Janeiro and re- 
turn to England by way of Afri- 
ea, earning their keep en route 
just as they had in Europe. 


They travelled 10,000 miles by 
bus, car, train and ‘plane from 
Mexico to Caracas, Venezuela, 
drove another 100,000 miles 
south in a Land-Rover present- 
ed to them there by a car firm, 
sailed 4,000 miles to Cape 
Town, drove 7,000 miles in 
South Africa, then sailed an- 


. other 4,600 miles to Southamp- 


ton. 

On this journey Chaffey took 
thousands of feet of cine film, 
and 5,000 colour photographs. He 
painted enough for six-one man 
exhibitions in different cities. 
When they arrived back. their 
children — Susan, ten, and 
Charles, seven — had probably 
travelled farther and seen more 
of the world than any children 
of their age,anywhere. 

At one point their train had 
to creep along rails dented and 
mishapen by a cyclone. Their 
bus journeys and car-lifts were 
sometimes over roads strewn 
with boulders or thick mud, 
skirting mountain chasms. 

In their Land Rover, they had 
to cross swollen rivers, through 
darkness and torrential rain, 
searcely knowing land from wa- 
ter, before reaching the Peru- 
vian frontier.

Near Lanquin, Guatemala, he 
saw one river, the Semuc, car- 
ried across another, the Caha- 
bon, by « natural bridge, the 
its kind in the 
world. Nearly eight hundred 
ryards long, over one hundred 
yards wide, it had been formed 
by calcium carbonate deposits 
and petrified vegetation gradu- 
ally thrusting outwards through 
the cerituries.

In Quitos, Ecuador, he met Dr. 

Fergusson, an authority on the 
Jivaro head-shrinkers.

How. did this amazing adven- 
ture begin? Sarah Wilson was 
born at a sleepy Staffordshire 
village in 1750. A smart, girl, 


phe attracted the notice of a 


local lady,. Caroline Vernon, a 
Maid of Honour to the Queen. 
While still in her teens, Sarah 
went to London with her new 
employer, as maidservant at the 
Queen's House, on the site of 
the present Buckingham Palace. 

One night in 1771, Sarah no- 
ticed that one of the Queen's 
rooms was unguarded. Know- 
ing that everyone was down- 
stairs, she tiptoed into the room, 
grabbed some of the dresses 
and jewels which were there 
and darted away. Returning for 
a second load she was spotted 
by Mrs. Von Schellenberg, who 
caught her before she could es- 
cape; 

Next day Sarah Wilson ap- 
peared before Lord Talbot, the 
Lord High Steward, who sen- 
tenced her to life transportation. 
Within a month she was on her 
way to America, where she was 
sold to an employer who put 
her to work in his kitchens. But 
somehow she managed to smug- 
gle with her a couple’ of gowns 
and some of the jewels which 
she had stolen and hidden in 
her room, 

Having spent many weary 
months in Maryland, she decid- 
ed to make a dash for freedom. 
She knew all about Court life 
from gossip in the servants’ 
quarters. She knew, too, how 
great ladies dressed and behav- 
ed. Wrapping her stolen tro- 
phies in a bundle, she fled on 
foot to another state. There, 
with an accomplice, she let it 
be known that a sister of the 
Queen Charlotte of England 
was soon to visit the district.

How Can I? 
By Anne Ashley 


Q. How can I repair some bare 
spots on the back of a mirror? 

A. You can often make a suc- 
cessful job of this simply by cov- 
ering bare spots with aluminum 
foil, securing this to the glass 
with shellac or glue. 


Q. How can I make a remed 


‘for wrinkles across the forehead? 


A. Soak a linen bandage in 
equal parts of alcohol and the 
white of an egg, and bind it to 
the forehead, allowing it to re- 
main overnight. 


Q. How can I prevent the .un- 
sightly crease that often results 
when trousers have been hang- 
ing for some time on a wire coat 
hanger? 

A. One way is to place a news- 
paper under the trousers while 
they are on the hanger. Or. loop 
a piece of cardboard over the 
hanger. Don’t fold; let it curve 
gently, and fasten it with paper 
clips at the bottom. 


Q. How can I keep leather lug- 
gage, handbags, briefcases, and 
other such goods in good condi- 
tion? 

A. After dusting or washing 
with a cloth wrung out of pure 
soapsuds, apply some neat’s-foot 
oil, lanolin, or castor oib — al) of 
which are good leather condi- 
tioners. . 

Q. What is a quick and easy 
way of mixing leftover paint? 

A. Try dropping a couple of 
marbles or ball bearings into the 
can before sealing. The objects 
eventually will become embed- 
ded in the thickening paint in 
the bottom of the can. Then, 
when sealed can is shaken vigor- 
ously, the marbles or bearings 
will not rattle until the thicken- 
ed paint has begun to mix with 
the oil, As soon as the objects 
rattle freely, you will know that 
the paint ls well mixed.

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Queen Saw Races 


‘On Butler's TV 


It was just before the “off” 
of a big race at Ascot. Thrurt- 
ing through the crowds that 
milled round the Tote windows, 
a punter slapped a pound down 
and shouted’ hoarsely: “Ten bob 
win and place No. 4, mate!” 

He grabbed his ticket, then 
réeled back in astonishment as 
a friendly voice called, “I hope 
it comes up”... and the red- 
faced racegoer recognized 
through the wire mesh covering 
the window the smiling features 
of Prince Philip! 

Though he may not have such 
intense love of racing as the 


- Queen (he has been known to 


arrive at Ascot by State landau 
and skin) away in his Lagonda 
a few minutes later, or to disap- 
pear unobstrusively towards the 
polo pitches of Cowdray after 
the second race at Goodwood), 
the Prince takes a keen interest 
in all. activities concerning 
horses. And on that afternoon 
at Ascot he had slipped “back- 
stage” at the totalisator to see 
how the odds are worked out 
by calculating machine. 

He is, after all, Vice-President 
of the British Horse Society, 


which takes him all over the’ 
trials \ and, 


country attending 
show jumping. He is a member 
of the Jockey -Club “and many 
kindred organizations. His devo- 
tion to polo is well known. 

On one occasion, when pre- 
sented with an electro-cardio- 
graph by the City of Cambridge, 
the Queen said smilingly: “I 
hope this ingenious machine will 
‘be put to good use not many 
miles from here.”. Her, audience 
could hardly haye realized her 
meaning — “that Prince Philip 
would borrow the instrument 
for a vet to. check the heart- 
beats of his polo ponies! 

“All too often Prince Philip's 
failure to share all the Queen's 
racing pleasures is due to sheer 
lack of time, to his eager desire 
to fill his leisure with the glow- 
‘ng.exercise of physical pursuits, 
his keenness fOr active sport 
rather than a passive role as 
spectator,” writes Mrs. Helen 
Cathcart in “The Queen And 
The Turf,” the first full, richly 
illustrated story of Her Majes- 
ty’s triumphs and disappoint- 
ments as a racehorse owner and 


racegoer. ee 


Some measure of the Queen's 
enthusiasm for facing can be 
gauged from the fact that in 
erder to see her colt Gay Time 
run in the St. Leger she made 
two successive overnight jour- 
neys from Balmoral to Doncas- 
ter and back, a round trip of 836 
miles. She probably knows more 
about the pedigrees and breed- 
ing records of racehorses than 
any othef woman in the world 
knowledge that helped her to 
be the first British monarch in 
history to have twice headed the 
list of winning owners. 

Her contribution to our blood- 
stock industry is immense . 
and there was public resentment 
when the president of a Metho- 
‘dist Conference prefaced his re- 
marks with: “I wish the Queen 
would not go racing.” Says 
Helen Cathcart: “The Queen un- 
derstood his sincerity, however, 
and later invited him to one of 
the famous luncheons at Buck- 
ingham Palace.” 

In different vein, a cleric in 
the. Midlands amused the Queen 
when he sent her a story of two 
choir boys, one of whom asked: 
“What have we sung the Na- 
tional Anthem for today?” The 
other shook his head; so the first 
choir boy added: “I suppose it's 
because the Queen's horse came 
home first yesterday.” 

This love of horses stems from 
her very earliest days—right 
back to, infancy when the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury once found 
the little Princess leading her 
grandfather, King George V, by 
the beard, pretending he was a 
horse as he shuffled along the 
floor on his hand and. knees! 

A few years later, the sight 
of a pony with a docked tail 
would arouse her indignation. 
And once, watching from her 
nursery window the hacks 


prancing along Rotten Row, she 


eaid gravely: “If.I am ‘ever 
Queen I shall maké a law that 
there must be no riding on Sun- 
days. Horses should have a 


> rest.” 


Her eoncern is even stronger 
today. Nothing is too much trou- 
ble if one of her horses is back- 
ward or ailing. One; slightly 
lame, was sent to Seaford be. 
cause it was thought the sea 
air and salt water bathing might 
suit him. Another who develop- 
ed muscular trouble at the end

Soon after her Coronation 
racegoers at Ascot stared in sur- 
prise at the young woman who 
leant on the paddock rails and 
watched the horses unsaddling. 

Yes, .it was the 
Queen! — mingling so informel- 
ly with other racegoers that, 
many failed to recognize her.

In Ven- 
ice he once said: “I don’t create, 
I just sniff about and discover 
musical truffles.” (Truffles are 
edible fungi which grows a few 
inches 
the ground.) 

“J live neither in the past nor 
in the future,’ says Stravinsky. 
“ft am in the present. I can’t 


know what to-morrow will 
bring forth. I can only know 
what the truth is for me to- 
day.”

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London Has Its 
Troffic Jams Too 


Like most other great cities, 
London has a vexing traffic sit- 
-uation—and is trying to do 


something about it. The onset of. 


the Christmas shopping rush has 
aggravated the problem. But it 
also has provided an incentive to 
maké a start on improvements. 


Britain’s energetic new Minis- 
ter of Transport, Ernest Marples, 
has instituted a “pink zone” plan 
for the vast downtown area 
bordered by Park Lane, Maryle- 
bone Road, the Strand, and 
Kingsway. In essence, his solu 
tion is to enforce existing reg- 
lations and restrict parking on 
the badly ~clogged thoroughfares 
in the heart of this capital. 

Britons themselves ‘are of two 
minds about what should be 
done to allow cars to move more 
freely. One group praises the 
Marples efforts to clear the 
streets of private and commer- 
cial vehicles that block the flow 
by parking for long intervals. 

They likewise applauded when 
the police won a test case against 
a car-owner who jacked up his 
inactive, unlicensed, uninsured 
auto and left it on the street 


outside his house. This establish- ~ 


ed—belatedly, it seemed to some 
that motorists cannot_expect 
fo use the streets as a perma- 
nent garage. Some portions of 
London are littered with these 
“laid-up” cars, which now pres- 
umably will have to move else. 
where. 


But others argue vigorously 
that cracking down on drivers 
and parking is the wrong ap- 
proach to a solution. They say 
it is designed to keep motorists 
from the very business objec- 
tives that thrive on their pres- 
ence. They add that they pay 
extremely heavy taxes on their 
ears and gasoline, and that the 
government's obligation is to ap- 
ply these funds to building new 
roads, overpasses, and under- 
passes, to accommodate - still 
mbre cars. 

To a foreigner, ‘bondon’s reg- 
ulations ususually seem strange 
—even chaotic. A lot of sixth 
sense is involved. There are vir- 
tually no official “no parking” 
signs. You are supposed to 
know there is no parking on bus 
routes; yet cars do park safely 
on streets where buses ply. Nor 
is lack of buses any guarantee 
parking is permitted. There are 
plenty of “no waiting” signs — 
but with solid ranks of cars 
parked with apparent impunity 
right under them, day after day. 

One difficulty in penalizing 
parkers here is that it is not the 
practice for a “Bobbie” to leave 
a ticket on the windshield. He 
may hang around a reasonable 
time untile the driver returns 
But if it turns into a long wait, 
he can note the license number 
and seek out the. responsible per- 
son later. This obviously is not 
a system geared to mass issuance 
of tickets. Yet the average Brit- 
on’s rejoinder is: Why should 
ticketing be made easy ? 


hand, has wide latitude to decide 
where and under what circum- 
stances parking constitutes a 
violation. On streets with no 
prohibiting signs whatever, he 
can impose a ticket for “causing 
an obstruction” almost at will— 
and the courts usually will up- 
hold his judgment. It matters 
not that the vehicle may not ac-. 
tually be causing any percepti- 
ble obstruction to traffic, writes 
Henry S. Hayword in the Chris-

\o5 years behind the ‘times.” He 
criticized such cherished British 
institutions as the U-turn, which 
London taxis are specifically de- 
‘signed to make, street parking, 
and unsynchronized traffic lights. 


But Don Iddon, the London 
se Mail’s correspondent in 

e United States, scathingly re- 
plied that. Mr, Barnes’ Baltimo 
scarcely is in a position to’ lec- 
ture London. It is, he maintains, 
only the new Chesapeake Bay 
tunnel, enabling one to bypass 
the Maryland city, ‘that has 
helped matters there. 


Meanwhile, the fact apparent- 
ly is that Britons prefer to un- 
ravel their own traffic snarls, 
without accepting much back- 
seat advice from the other side 
of the Atlantic where, after all, 
they still drive on the wrong 
side of the road. Yet the public, 
of necessity, is awakening to its 
problem: People are asking why. 
skilled men and earth-moving 
machinery are standing idle now 
that the new London-Birming- 
ham motorway is finished. And 
why quicker starts are not being 
made on scores of other urgent 
street and road projects. 

The proliferation of the auto- 
mobile has left them stalled in 
traffic long enough so that even 
these patient people are on the 
point of sounding their horn in 
wrath.

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Thought Storm 


Was End Of World 


There have been a few gales 
of late, but they were just 
breezes compared with = the 


‘Great Storm. Living in London 


in November, 1959, were many 
descendants of families who, on 
the night of November 26th/ 
27th, 1703, experienced, the 
full horror of the most terrible 
storm in Britain’s history. 


Historian Lord Macaulay des- 
cribed it as “the only tempest 
which in our latitude has equal- 
led the rage of a hurricane.” 


Hundreds of houses were de- 
molished or left standing like 
skeletons and streets in London 
and other cities were deep in 
roof-tiles. 

Falling chimneys killed many 
people. In Kent alone 1,100 
houses and barns were blown 
down. Sixty’ barges were piled 
high on the Thames against the 
piers and buttresses of old Lon- 
don Bridge. Thousands of mag- 
nificent trees were levelled. ~* 


In the West the Bishop of 
Wells and his wife were killed 
in bed. Round the coasts, 8,000 
seamen lost their lives. The 
storm was so widespréad that it 
made its influence felt over 
thousands of square miles, do- 
ing: great damage in Holland 
and France as well as in Britain. 


The new Eddystone lighthouse 
with its designer, Henry Win- 
stanley, was destroyed. He had 
stated that he wanted to bein 
the lighthouse during “the worst 
storm that ever blew” to prove 
its durability 

Research by weather students 
into the history of the Great 
Storm shows that there had 
been gales and rough weather 
for several weeks before it 
burst on Britain from the south 
west, sweeping across Wales and 
England at least as far as the 
Wash. 

So terrifying was the shriek- 
ing of the wind that thousands 
fled to their cellars and stayed 
there, some believing that the 
end of the world was at hand

No. 10, the British Prime Min- 
ister’s London home and official 
residence: in Downing Street, is 
to be remodeled, but its much- 
facade will be 
kept intact. The narrow front- 
age, the squat black door with 
the lion’s head knocker, and the 
swinging light on the wrought 
iron arch are to remain. 

Inside the patchwork repairs 
and remodelling by a succession 
of British Prime Ministers over 
more than two centuries are to 
be removed. 

Only the 
the paneled Cabinet 
room, will be kept intact. — 


The decision to remodel fol- 
lows a recent survey by the 
Crawford Committee which re- 
ported the building was unsaie. 
The foundations are unstable, 
walls -need supporting, stair- 
cases and floors strengthening 
and roofs renewing, the Craw- 
ford Committee said. 

The report is not surprising. 
There have been few periods in 
the life of George Downing’s 
house since it was taken over in 
1735 that Prime Ministers have 
not written of its shortcomings. 

In his memos, published in 
1807, William Pitt wrote several 
paragraphs describing the new 
kitchen and offices. The founda- 
tions of the house were proving 
unsound even then, the famous 
Prime Minister recorded. 

The making over to No. 10 
is part of a larger scheme to 
make more room for secretaries 
and other officials of the Prime 
Minister’s, staff and those of the 
Treasury. Nos. 11 and 12 Down- 
ing Street, and the Treasury 
Buildings in Whitehall, will be 


“ 


reconditioned at the same time. 


The whole scheme is expected 
to cost about four million dol- 
lars, No. 11 is the official resi- 
dence of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. No. 12 is used by 
government whips as offices. 

No. 12, the building nearest 
St. James’s Park, is in effect the 
rump of an old building whose 
top stories were destroyed by 
fire in 1879. It only has a base- 
ment and ground floor. Now it 
will be rebuilt to its original 
height and once more come into 
line with its two neighbors, 
writes Melita Knowles in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

The Treasury in Whitehail 

will be made good behind its 
present nineteenth century 
facade, so that. from Whitehall 
its appearance will not change 
drastically. The interiors were 
badly knocked about in air 
raids in World War II and only 
temporary repairs have been 
made. 
_ Architect Raymond Erith, an 
expert on reconstruction of 18th- 
century properties, has been 
appointed to see that in both the 
Whitehall building and 
Downing Street houses historic 
features of the properties are 
preserved. 

All the state apartments of No. 
10 are to be preserved, includ- 
ing that room of drastic and dra- 
matic decisions, the cabinet 
room, with its five long windows 
overlooking the garden. 

A blending of family life and 
of affairs of state at No. 10, the 
British prime. minister's house, 
makes this building different 
from any other in the land. It is 
the one house on which there 
can be no lease and no contract. 
There’s no security of tenure 
here. 

On a recent visit to Downing 
Street I saw a striped-aproned 
milkman leave the milk at No, 
10. The man from Cooks de- 
livered a travel case, and 
pigeons cooed in the May trees 

In moments of crisis, how- 
ever, crowds flock freely into the 
street from Whitehall to watch 
ministers of state arrive or leave. 
The greatest moments of all per- 
haps, the moments fraught with 
most drama, come when a prime 
minister leaves for Buckingham 
Palace on the other side of St 
James’: Park to see Mis sover- 
eign, 

The prime minister and his 
staff are expected to move out 
of No. 10 into Admiralty House 
in. August, 1960, and the total 
work of reconstruction may take 
twe yeers.

To scores of seamen from a 
score of countries, Toronto's 


Flying Angel is the only Cana- 
dian church they know or want, 
the kind a seagoing man can 
understand. 

Its pastor, Canon Guy Mar- 
shall, is a tall ruddy man with 
the white collar and black suit 
of a clergyman, the springy 
step of a rugger player and the 
well-knit shoulders of an ex- 
middleweight boxer. (And, in- 
deed, he is all of these). 

The “parish” is bounded on 
the east by a rusty spur railway 
track and a droning sugar re- 
finery; on the fiorth by Front 
Street with its growling trailer- 
trucks; on the south and west 
‘by the docks and Marine Ter- 
mine) No. 11, a shouting, shift- 
ing, harsh-smelling abstract of 
ships, caroges and men. 

And in the middle of this 
squats the Flying Angel itself: 
a blue-and-white trailer with a 
worn blue pennant fluttering 

' from its TV aerial. When. the 
first morning breeze from Lake 


Ontario smooths out the emblem . 


(a winged angel) and the words 
“The Missions to Seamen,” every 
mérchant sailor within eyestot 
knows that Toronto’s only wa- 
terfront mission is open for ar- 
other day. ‘ 

Here, any day during , the 
shipping season, a seaman of 
any religion (or no religion, for 
that matter), can read a novel, 
write a. letter to his girl, watch 
TV, talk about home, or — if he 
seeks it — find spiritual com 
fort. 


The Flying Angel is one of 89° 


similar’ Anglican Church Mis- 
sions to Seamen around the 
world, and one of many more 
operated by other denomina- 
ons. In this first year of the 
St. Lawrence Seaway, the 
“Angel”. was busier than ever 
before. ‘By late autumn, ships 
of 20 nationalities had “docked 
in Toronto to unload and load 
cargo and, sometimes, to take 
on bunker fuel. 

Seamen from such vessels in- 
variably find the Mission be- 
cause Marshall visits their ship 
and extends his welcome as soon 


“\ -as they dock. With their halting 


English, often aided by the 
Spanish, French and_ Italian of 


“the Canon and his volunteer. 


helpers, they make their needs 
known. And the Mission gener- 
ally has the answer. 
Some’come for lunch, to watch 
TV western or to talk out their 
loneliness. Others carry . off 
armioads of reading matter; the 
Mission never has enough. Some 
want shopping advice. Social 
director Audrey Paton recently 
bought a crinoline slip for a 
sailor's wife while the man wait- 


ed at the far end of the store, . 


crimson with embarrassment. 
On Sunday. nights Marshall 
opens the folding doors of the 
tra:ler’s tiny chapel for services. 
But if sailors want a clergyman 
of their own faith or nationality, 
he finds one. Recently, for ex- 
ample, he. took the Rev. Paul 
Ken Imai aboard the Muneshima 
Maru, the first Japanese vessel 
through the Seaway.

Marshall washes and dries his 
cup, hurries down the alleyway, 
pokes his head in the galley ww 
greet the cook, talks football on 
deck with a tow-headed boy in 
a duffel coat, and swaps home- 
town tales with a pink-cheeked 
young officer from Leeds, 


Next, aboard the Emstein from 
Hamburg, he gives the steward 
a bundle of German: magazines. 
on. the Thorsriver out of Nor- 
way he promises to- organize a 
rugger game, then calls on Swe- 
dish .and Dutch boats before 
hurrying home for a hasty lunch 
with his family and a call on 
his second parish uptown. Then 
back to the “Angel” for after-

The Canon never thrusts reli- 
gion at any man.

Results of baby pig anemia 
are so serious and the prevention 
of anemia is so simple that this 
disease should be of no more 
than historical interest, in the 
opinion of a_ leading Canadian 
animal pathologist. 

But, adds Dr, Ronald Gwat- 
kin of the Health of Animals 
Division, Canada Department of 
Agriculture, through neglect of 
simple precautionary measures, 
fron-deficiency anemia is ex- 
tremely common. ‘

sIt continues to take a heavy 
toll of suckling pigs, says Dr. 
Gwatkin, and indirectly causes 
other trouble in older pigs. 

Affected litters appear healthy 
and active at birth. If not given 
iron they usually remain healthy 
for about two weeks, when some 
begin to show a pallor of the 
skin, especially on the snout and 
around the hooves. Puffiness 
often develops around the eyes.

When affected animals try to 
run about or play, they stop 
suddenly in an exhausted state, 
breathe rapidly and deeply and 
may make a thumping sound. 
This results from an insufficient 
oxygen supply caused by the re- 
duced oxygen-carrying power of 
the blood. 

' Many piglets die from _uncom- 
plicated anemia in the first few 
weeks and the survivors lose 
their plump, smooth appéarance, 
fail to make proper growth, and 
are rough and stunted. Death 
often results from secondary 
infections that creep in, or from 
heavy parasitism with round- 
worms to which anemic pigs are 
more .susceptible than normal 
ones,

Most researchers agree 
that” sub-clinical or undetected 
anemia may play a part in re- 
ducing the resistance of the pigs 
to later infections.

There are many iron prepara- 
tions which can be given ‘by 
mouth or injected into the mus- 
cles. It has been shown that 0.3 
gram of reduced iron — about 
as much as lies on a dime — pre- 
vents anemia if given once a 
week until the pigs are on solid 
food. The first dose should be 
given the second or third day 
after birth. It can be given easily 
and quickly by placing the dose 
on the back of the tongue with 
the handle of a teaspoon. 

Injectable iron is also avail- 
able and, according to Dr. Gwat- 
kin, has given better results than 
the reduced iron. Injections are 
given in the muscles of the hind 
leg. Two intramuscular injections 
containing 100 milligrams of 
iron each should be given, the 
first not later than the third day 
and the second 10 days later.

Dr. Gwatkin says discoloration 
of the skin following injection 
will not occur if the preparation 
is injected to a proper depth and 
the skin drawn down when the 
needle is inserted so that it moves 
back and covers the hole in the 
muscle. 

A word of warning: 

The proper: dose of iron may 
be expected to give the desired 
results but overdosage must be 
avoided. While there appears to 
be a good degree of tolerance to 
iron in pigs, it has been shown 
that excessive doses cause 
trouble.

Largest Chunk 
Of Floating Ice 


The largest chunk of floating 
ice in the world rides at anchor 
in Antarctica. 


It is called the Ross Ice Shelf. 
Its size alone makes it magnifi- 
cent. And its historical role as 
a gateway to a continent has 
»made it famous, 


_ Sir James Clark Ross, sailing 
in the British ship Erebus, in 
1841, discovered it. Capt. “Robert 
Falcon Scott camped at its edge 
in-1901 and Jaunched his cele- 
brated “furthest south” expedi- 
tion across its face. He later 
came to a tragic end in its un. 
forgiving snows. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton march- 
ed across it on his way south- 
-ward in 1908, and Roald Amund- 
sen crossed it on his triumphant 
dash to the South Pole in 1911. 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd built 
his Little Americas at its edge. 

Two ‘present-day Antarctic 
scientists, Dr. Edward C, Thiel, 
and Edwin S. Robinson have 
studied it closely. 

“The shelf,” says Dr. Thiel, 
“is about the size of Texas. And 
this makes it the largest truly 
flat place on earth.” 

It is virtually featureless ex- 
cept for windswept sastrugi, 
ridges of hardened snow that 
hump jaggedly up across its 
face. 

Its seaward front extends 400 
miles athwart the Ross Sea on 
the Pacific side of the continent. 
At its deepest, it reaches 500 
miles inland from the sea. 

‘Its ice ranges in thickness 
from 800 feet near the edge of 
the Ross Sea to about 1,500 feet 
at the foot of the great network 
of glaciers on the continent’s 
rim. The shelf is fed by the ice 
of these magnificent glaciers and 
from the snow that falls and 
hardens on its face. 

The nature and characteristics 
of the Ross Ice Shelf are only 
now becoming accurately known. 
An oversnow traverse party, led 
by Dr. Albert P. Crary, roamed 
across 1,450 miles of its face 
during the Antarctic summer of 
1957-58. The data gathered then 
are still being analyzed and in- 


» terpreted. 


But what is already known 
makes a striking portrait. 

Most of the shelf’s great mass 
floats on theewater, though in 
several locations it is grounded. 

Dr. Thiel and Mr. Robinson 
recently proved that the shelf 
heaves up and down ever so 
slightly with each ebb and flow 
of the tide beneath it. At the 
séa’s edge it oscillates gently 
with the action of the waves. 
The sea on which it floats ex- 
tends downward from the bot- 
tom of the ice to as deep as 
4,400 feet. 

One of the shelf's most spec- 
tacular characteristics is the 
fashion in which it gives birth 
to icebergs. Huge-tabular bergs 
the size of the state of Rhode 
Island are known to have 


“calved” off from the seaward 
edges of Antarctic ice shelves, 
writes John C, Waugh in the 
Christian Science Monitor, 


No man ever has reported 
Seeing a berg so massive ac- 
tually breaking away. But a 
party in the early 1900's wit. 
nessed the calving of a lesser 
one and-resorted that it sounded 
as if “hundreds of heavy guns 
had been fired at once.” 


The Ross Ice Shelf is not the 
only great slab of ice hinged te 
the shores of this continent 
Across Antarctica on the Wed- 
dell Sea side lies the Filchner 
Ice Shelf, a partially floating 
body of ice about two-thirds the 
size of the Ross Shelf. 


Around the edge of the con- 
tinent many lesser shelves and 
ice tongues cling to the land, 
All these together form the great 
iceberg factories of Antarctica. 

The edge of the Ross Ice Shelf 
creeps seaward at an astonishing 
rate of speed. Dr. Thiel and Mr, 
Robinson estimate it moves. out- 
ward five feet a day. A massive 
calving will set it back. again 
many miles. But then it re- 
sumes its steady creeping im- 
mediately,

As one well after another dried 
up during the amazing British 
summer of 1959, many people in 
the Highlands had to carry wa- 
ter from far-off places in the 
hills. For much of the tap water 
introduced to isolated parts with- 
in the past decade still depends 
for its source on the wells that 
are fed from springs issuing from 
the mountains. , 

Aunt Jessy never allowed more 
than one pail of water to be 
taken from the Fairy Well each 
daygeshe considered it her just 
portion. Often during my stay 
with her she entertained me with 
tales of famous wells familiar 
to her youth, when wells sup- 
plied all the available drinking 
water 

The Fairy Well was always 
different, since it was long con- 
sidered a) private well. The man” 
who made it was jealous of any- 
one who trespassed on his prop- 
erty and polluted the water. But 
those who succeeded him weré- 
different: they decided to make 
their Fairy Well part of the 
Glen. and free to everyone in 
need of water. : 

Like all reputable wells in the 
north of Scotland it is steeped 
in *legend and folklore. Aunt 
Jessy vows that if anyone is dar- 
ing enough to fetch water from 
the Fairy Well at midnight, the 
wee folk will pursue him be- 
cause they have been disturbed 
in their ploys among the  fox- 
gloves. From the flowers )they 
fashion. their elfin gloves: hence: 
the name of the plant. And the 
particular foxgloves that make a 
garden round the Fairy Well are 
reputedly finer and larger blooms 
than anywhere else. 

When I asked who was res- 
ponsible for the perfect condi- 
tion of the well in the Glen, 
Aunt Jessy informed me _ that 
people in the neighborhood took 
turns emptying and scrubbing it 
clean once a year. The tin mug 
fastened to a tree close to the 
well is in constant use, for one 
legend insists that the water is 
a magical potion, invigorating 
and beautifving those who drink 
it, — By Marion Henderson in 
the Christian Science Monitor.

If you own a house in the 
United States, you can take 
some satisfaction in these days 
of inflation that your house, is 
worth at least one-half again 
what it cost in 1950, the land is 
valued at more than twice that 
of 10 years ago, and mortgage 
rates today are about 2 per cent 
higher. 


Those estimates come from a 
housing specialist who has log- 
ged more than a_ half-million 
miles. through the airways of the 
1950's to find that builders are 
putting up better houses and 
buyers are getting more for the 
money they spend. 


Prices have gone up largely 
because homes are much better 
_equipped, families are demand- 
ing more special equipment, and 
prices are up on virtually every- 
thing that goes into the building 
of a home. r 


Clarence Hausmann of Allied 
Chemical Corporation says that 
buyers are able to obtain better 
houses because they can spread 
the mortgage payments over 
longer periods and hence under- 
take higher mortgages with con- 
fidence. The average mortgage 
of today appears to be running 
in the vicinity of $12,000 com- 
pared with $7,000 in 1950. 


Many one-family homes are 
being built without basements, 
but Mr. Hausmann found that in 
the Northeast and in the north- 
central states, three out of four 
new units have basements, writes 
W. Clifford Harvey in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. si 


Unlike old-style basements, 
many of the new ones are par- 
‘ tially finished with noise-reduc- 
ing perforated ceiling tiles, in- 
sulated wall planks, and other 
materials to provide needed 
recreation area, he said.

Great Riot At 
French Races 


Thousands of sports - loving 
Frenchmen went to the famous 
Longehamps race-course looking 
forward to a pleasant Sunday 
afternoon's racing. None of them 
imagined that within a few hours 
he would be caught up in a 
howling mob that was to injure 
three hundred racecourse offici- 
als, plunder thousands of dollars, 
and wreck the racecourse—all 
because of a “ghost race” the 
crowd thought should not have 
been run! 


This “turn-up for the book”— 
one of the most sensational in 
racing history — happened in 
October, 1906. At first there was 
nothing to show that the pro- 
ramme would: be completed 
other than normally. The new- 
fangled starting gate apparatus 
was working well, and the large 
crowd were making their way 
happily between their vantage 
points and the. hundreds of little 
wooden huts dotted about the 
course that served as offices of 
the pari-mutuel ‘system, forerun- 
ners of the Tote booths that are 
now so familiar a part of the 
English racing scene. 

Then came the chief event of 
the programme, a free handicap 
in which, ironically, the favou- 


rite was a horse named Storm. - 


Ten runners went to the post. 


Whether the starter, still un- 
familiar with the apparatus, 
made a mistake and pressed a 
button accidentally or whether 
something went wrong with the 
starting gate machinery was 
never discovered. What was cer- 
tain was that only half the field 
Was ready. as the tapes suddenly 
flew up. Storm, the favourite, 
was among those left at the post. 
A couple of jockeys who had 
got away saw what had happen- 
ed, pulled up, and returned to 
the start,; but the remainder 
went on, and by now it was too 
late to recall them. 

Isolated in his box by the win- 
ning post, the judge knew no- 
thing of what had happened at 
the other end of the track, and 
when three horses galloped past 
the finishing post he had no op- 
tion but to declare that Mon- 
seiur Perichon had won the race 
by two lengths from Mlle. Marg- 
uerite, with Bethsaider third. 
The fact that all three were out- 
siders, at respective prices of 
119-10, 10-1, and 100-8, was no 
concern of his. Nor did it matter 
to him officially that there was 
no sign of the favourite, even if 
privately he wondered what had 
happened to it. 

As there was no objection from 
other jockeys as to the way the 
three placed horses had run, the 
result was in order from his 
point of view, and the formal 
declaration of placings was made. 

It was then that the storm 
broke. A crowd surged round 
the judge’s box demanding that 
the race be declared void. Others 
made their >way towards the 
weighing-in enclosure and the 
offices of the pari-mutuel organ- 
ization, demanding the return of 
their stake money. 

Police and troops, who were 
always stationed at the meetings, 
tried to stop them, but one of 
the mob seized a chair and be- 


gan using it as a weapon to fight 
his way past. 

Immediately, dozens more 
chairs were grabbed and the po- 
lice and soldiers found them- 
selves helpless to check the ad- 
vance. Fencing was torn down 
to provide fresh clubs for the 
angry mob, as they smashed al! 
the windows in reach. 


In the enclosures screaming 
women racegoers and their es- 
corts, who were taking no part 
in the outbreak, were roughly 
handled if they could not get out 
of the way in time, and then the 
mob turned to the betting booths 
out on the course. 


The clerks working in’ them 
had already taken the precaution 
of locking themselves in, but 
that did not help them. Some 
booths were overturned, others 
set on fire. As each clerk was 
forced’ out the crowd surround- 
ing him made for the tin box in 
which he was carrying his after- 
noon’s takings. A few managed 
to escape, but most were trampl- 
ed down as scores of hands grab- 
bed at the boxes and tipped the 
money into the air. 


In a few minutes upwards of 
$60,000 was tossed away. Most 
of it probably found its way into 
the pockets of the. rioters, for 
only a few coins were ever dis- 
covered. Fires were now burn- 
ing where the betting booths 
had been. 

Although the troops were 
armed, they were powerless 
without using their weapons, and 
there were not enough of them 
to cope with the frenzied rioters. 
The police made scores of ar- 
rests, but nearly every time they 
captured a man the erowd 
snatched him back again. 


Reinforcements were called up, 
but they were a long time arriv- 
ing, and in the meantime the 
fire brigades were put out of 
action as soon as they reached 
the scene. 


The mob cut the traces of the 
horses, which stampeded, injur- 
ing several people, and the hoses 


were slashed to ribbons. The . 


winning post and railings had 
long since been turned into fire- 
wood, and a cab driver who ar- 
rived expecting to pick up.a fare 
found instead that his horse was 
set free and his vehicle tipped 
on to a bonfire. 


The chief of police then ap- 
peared and ordered his men and 
the troops to charge, but quickly 
accepted defeat when the rioters 
retaliated by clubbing them with 
anything handy. Some even tried 
to set fire to the soldiers’ tunics! 
So, as it was clearly impossible 
to restore order, he gave instruc- 
tions instead to protect the 
stands and office »buildings as 
far as possible. 

Fortunately the horses taking 
part in the programme had been 
spirited safely away, as the riot- 
ers made short. work of the 
stables when they reached them. 
~ At last, more than two hours 
after the rioting began, military 
reinforcements arrived, five hun- 
dred men fully armed and ready 
for anything. Their commander 
lined them up with the survivors 
of the troops already there — 
several of whom had been badly 
hurt in the clashes -with the 
crowd—and ordered them to 
advance where the mob was

The battle was quickly over. 
The rioters, unwilling to get 
hurt themselves, rapidly dispers- 
ed and made for home.

The casualty Mst was stagger- 
ing.

Paris — Edouard Leclerc is at 
30 the most beloved and at the 
same time most hated grocer in 
France. ad 
Leclere initiated a minor revo- 


-‘Jution in this family of- small 


shopkeepers eight years ago by 
eliminating the middle-man in 
the food business. 

Recently he opened his first 
store in the Paris region in an 
old working class suburb. House- 
wives fought to get near the 
counters.. The smal] grocers are 
fighting too — but against him. 

Born. in a bourgéois family 
(his father is a major 
French Army), he was the sev- 


enth of nine children. The fam- 


ily tradition was that the boys 
were either soldiers or priests 
He. chose the church. 

But as an 18-year-old seminary 
student, Edouard began reading 
Kari Marx and immersed him- 
self in the study of sociology. At 
22, he left the seminary and was 
married after doing his miltary 
service. 


He worked on the docks and 


saved some money, Then he and 
his wife, Helene, put into-action 
his plan for lowering the cost 
of living by opening their first 
store. The shop was in the din- 
ing room of their three-room 


‘ apartment in a run-down house 


near the railway depot at Lan- 
derneau. 

With $10 to his name, he plac- 
ed his first order directly with 
a manufacturer for $600 worth 
of cookies. The “manufacturer 
granted him a month’s credit 
when he learned he was. the 
son of Major Leclerc. He placed 
a second and much larger order. 
He also bought candy, oil and 
dry groceries. The town’s house- 
wives flocked to his store. His 
secret? He was selling his goods 

per cent cheaper than his 
‘competitors. is 

Leclerc’s crusade to lower the 
cost of living got off to a good 
start and a year later he opened 
another shop in Grenoble, said 


to be the “dearest” town in 
France. 
The other shopkeepers ap- 


pealed to the town authorities, 
eaying Leclerc was an unfair 
competitor. He also was accused 
of defrauding the tax collector. 


books but could find no irregu- 
jarities. 

The fact was that Edouard Le- 
clerc was guilty of an unheard- 
of, and inadmissable, concept of 
business — that of abandoning 
part of his profits to his custom- 
ers. Leclercy as a matter of fact, 
is a wholesaler who is also a 
retailer. He has one golden rule 
~- never to take -more than nine 
per cent profit on any one item. 

“After three yedrs,” Leclerc 
says, “my annual turnover had 
reached 70 million francs (about 
$135,000). Today it is over 300 


million francs. And wherever I _ 


have ‘started a store prices have 


gone down all around. If this 
is war, I am on the winning 
side.” 


There are 800,000 small. shop- 
keepers in France to whom the 
name of Leclerc is like the red 
rag to a bull. Yet when he 
opened his first Paris branch he 
said: 

“I do not aim to head a great 
chain ‘of stores. I am on the 
small shopkeepers’ side. My ori- 
ginal store in Landerneau is 
quite’ enough for me. What | 
want, as I always have, is to see 
the cost of living go down.” 

Leelerc thinks that this would 
be automatic if 40 grocers in 
Paris and 1,000 in the rest of 
France would apply his method. 

“But for this they must have 
sufficiently large stores,” he

Laughter Is 
Good For Health 


Do you laugh much? The an- 
swer may depend on your age. 
The older we grow, the less we 
laugh.” Children laugh much 
more than adults. | 

If yours is. a sendentary job, 
laughter is one of the finest 
exercises for you. It exercises 
scores of different muscles in 
the body which in turn have a 
massaging effect upon the body’s 
organs. | 

Watch that laugh of yours if 
you find yourself rocking in 
your seat at a humorous show 
sometime. It may betray your 
character to an acute observer. 
Who says so? A serious-minded 
psychologist who boasts that he 
rarely laughs himself, although» 
‘he’s been studying the laughter 
of men, women and children 
for some years. 


The ‘best kind of laugh is the 
hearty “Ha-ha-ha!” he asserts. 
The person who laughs like that 
has a frank and open disposi- 
i and is not likely to de- 

ive you. 

The “He-he-he!” laugh is. aot 
so good, according to the ex- 
pert. It’s a sure sign of a moody 
and gloomy man, he says. 

What about “Ho-ho-ho-ers?” 
They are usually strong and 
generous. The worst kind of 
laugh is the “Hu-hu-hu,” saye 
the psychologist. It reveals that 
the person is selfish, mean and 


may have criminal tendencies, 


Some people may find any 
attempt to assess a person’s 
character by his laughter laugh- 
able, but whatever you think, 


it’s a fadét that there have been . 


men and women who frankly 
confessed that they were unable 
to laugh, 

An Essex man used to say sad- 
ly that he had gone through 
his long life trying to cultivate 
a hearty laugh. He offered $300 
to anyone who could make him 
laugh. Many tried. No one suc- 
ceeded. 

- “It’s no laughing matter try- 
ing to learn how to laugh,” 
quipped an American university 


student who took a course aim-- 


ed at developing his sense of 
humour. He said he was s0 
grimly determined to _ benefit 
from it that he did not laugh 
once throughout the. seven 
weeks’ course and even forgot 
to smile when he failed in his 
exam. 

The German general, von 
Moltke, who died in 1891, hated 
to hear people laugh. All his life 
he found it almost impossible to 
laugh at anything or anybody. 
He was reputed to have laugh- 
ed only twice after his twenty- 
‘first birthday. ; 

In Ceylon a small outcast 
tribe exists whose members 
never laugh. Ask the reason 
why and they reply: “What. is 
there to laugh at?” 

A Briton who spent years ana- 
lyzing laughter came to the sur- 
prising conclusion that’ it is 
“directly or indirectly related to 
the behaviour of the instinct of 
love.” He cofitended that only 
men and women in love know 
how to laugh well and get real 
physical benefit from laughter.

On Stolen Gas 


A wet evening in Guernsey. 
Reg Blanchford, a youth of nine- 


en, took his: girl to her door, 
. kissed her good-night, remount. 
“e4 his motor-bike, and roared off 


into the night. Two minutes later 
a taxi swung out of a minor 
crossroad and flung him and his 
machine with terrific force 
against a house. 


He was #0 badly injured that 
the surgeon who later attended 
him said that he was “theoreti- 
cally dead.” For eight days he 
was -unconscious, for three 
months,on the critical list, but he 
recovered. ; 

That grave mishap inspired 
him to dedicate his life to re- 
lieving the sufferenigs of others. 
In the 1930s Guernsey’s 40,000 
people were served by only one 
‘ill-equipped ambulance with a 
spare time driver. Prompt first- 
aid, Blanchford realized, would 
have minimized his injuries and 
suffering. 

He joined the island's newly 
formed St. John Ambulance unit, 
bought a second-hand ambulance 
with voluntary subscriptions and 
started a rival service-based in 
agmall shed.- 

How he developed this into a 


first-class land, sea and air serv- © 
lee and earned the G.M, M.B.E., . 


and the Life-Saving medals by 
his bravery and resource, Don 
Everitt relates graphically in 
“Samaritan of the Islands”. 
Suspended on a rope he made 
many hazardous rescues from 
Guernsey’s. perilous cliffs. In 


wartime this meant running the, 


gauntlet of hidden minefields. 
One fisher-lad, climbing a cliff, 
had trodden on a mine. It blew 
him on to a narrow ledge twenty 
feet below. To reach him, 
Blanchford and his four helpers 
had to slither down the cliff, 
grasping for hand-holds, fearing 
that each piece of grass and jut- 
‘ting rock concealed a mine, 
- Rain soaked them; a cold wind 
lashed their faces and numbed 
their fingers. When they reached 
the body it took twenty minutes 
to get it off the ledge and strap- 
ped to the stretcher. 


Several times on the way up, 
with darkness falling, one or 
other of them slipped, nearly 
dragging the rest down the cliff. 
On top at last they had-to thread 
their way through a minefield 
overgrown with gorse and find 


gaps in the brabed wire. Then ~ 


they collapsed, utterly beaten. 

lil with worry and overwork 
in 1950, Blanchford went to Petit 
Bot Bay for a week's hard- 
earned holiday with his wife. 
While sitting on the beach he 
noticed a boy climbing a near-by 
cliff. ; 

“Rona,” he said, “I'm sorry, 
but we'd better go back. Sooner 
or later that boy will get stuck 
up there, and the way I feel I 
just couldn’t face having to bring - 
him down.” : 

- The boy did get stuck, on a 
tiny ledge seventy-five feet up. 
Blanchford phoned the ambul- 
ance control room, guided the 
crew to the cliff top, and, despite 
protests, donned a canvas har- 


and swung down, As he sighted 
the boy, clinging to a sheer slab 
‘of rock by toes and fingers, the 
rope dislodged a large piece of 
rock above Blanchford’s head. 

It fell between his face and the 
cliff, hit his stomach, knocked 
‘him unconscious and sent him 
swinging and spinning across the 
cliff-face. ~ 

When he regained his senses he 
swung himself towards the boy, 
grabbed him by the waist, pulled 
him off the ledge, and lowered 
him foot by foot to the cliff bot- 
tom. Then he collapsed, bruised 
and bleeding, into a rock pqol. 

After resculng a boy scout who 
had fallen into a cliff gully, he 
went down a sceond time to re- 
trieve the lad's wallet contain- 
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ing his money and return raii 
and steamer tickets. 

“It’s all part of the service,” 
Blanchford told the scoutmaster. 

During the German occupation 
he kept his ambulance going on 
stolen or smuggled gas, char- 
coal or horses. Once he and his 
assistant, Charles Froome, re- 
solved to raid a locked German 
gasoline-drum store not 100 
yards from a German billet. The 
penalties if they were caught 


would be a long prison sentence | 


and maybe a concentration camp. 


They drove up with their van 
under a cloudy three-quarter 
moon and unscrewed the rusty 
hinges from the door. They 
grunted and heaved to roll one 
of the heavy drums up a ramp 
of.two planks into the van, Then 
they heard a car approaching 
rapidly. 

“It’s the ‘greenfly’ (Germans) 
all right,” Froome whispered. 
“They look like officers.” 


The vehicle came down the 


middle of the,road, Blanchford 
knew that its masked headlights 
wduid pick out the lower half of 
the van. The moon suddenly 
broke through clouds. It was as 
if a spotlight had been turned 
on them. He closed his eyes in 
despair. Then he heard Froome 
whispering: 
“They're turning off. They're 
going to the house over there.” 
Climbing noisily from the car, 
the Germans vanished into the 
house. The night was silent again. 
The two men heaved the drum 
into the van and rolled out a 
second. It was halfway up the 
ramp when one plank snapped 
witha crack like a rifle-shot. 
The drum thumped to *the 
ground, Both froze as an up- 
stairs window in the German 
billet opened and someone peer- 
ed out. Another window opened 
and there was @ conversation in 
German. Then the windows 
closed. No search party emerged. 
Desperately, the two men jam- 
med a piece of the broken’plank 
under the intact one, heaved the 
drum into the van, shut the store 
doors, rescrewed the hinges and 
drove off at full throttle. The 


ambulance would: have gas for . 


some time to come. 


Once when a gang of thugs 
blocked the path of the ambul- 


- ance, Blanchford accelerated and 


forced a way through. A man 
leapt on the running board and 
tried to grab the wheel but 
Blanchford swerved and flung 
him off. The ambulance forged 
on, picked up the patient and 
took another route back to the 
hospital. 

By 1954 the land-sea-air serv- 
ice, run on subscriptions, had 
eleven men and two secretary- 
nurses on the permanent staff. It 
also had a deficit of .almost 
£2,500 before the States author- 
ity came to its support. Last year 
the men worked 10,800 hours of 


-yoluntary overtime, an average 
of twenty hours a week on top 


of their routine forty-four. 


Blanchford himself has been 
continuously “on call” for nearly 
twenty-five years. This splendid 
story of his pluck and determina- 
tion is a monument to the Order 
of St. John motto: Pro Utilitate 
Hominum, ‘‘For the service of 
mankind.” 

Service, indeed, and enough 
drama for twenty novels!

That Forbidding 
North Atlantic 


In Europe, seamen have always 
known the North Atlantic as the 
Western Ocean. In the early 
days the untamable and little- 
sailed sea, which sent its vio- 
lent storms to lash at them and 
beset their seaports and their 
beaches with the noisy, fearful 
challenge of its gales, seemed un« 
conquerable. The march of these 
wild Atlantic gales against all 
Europe is most severe in those 
areas where men are the best 
seamen, and yet seafaring pro- 
gress here was slow at first, as 
compared with that made in 
kinder seas.. Arab, Persian, and 
Indian dhows crisscrossed the 
monsoone] waters of the Indian 
Ocean at least two thousand 
years before European seamen 
could manage anything other 
than coastwise passages in the 
open waters of the-North At- 
lanti¢, and the Mediterranean 
was at least a galley-filled sea 
while only the Sargasso weed 
drifted on the surface of the 
broad Atlantic. 

The conditions were very dif- 
ferent. In the tropic waters of 


the Indian Ocean there were 
clearly defined seasons’ which 
brought their own winds — the 
good north-easter, with clear 


visibility and ideal sailing con- 
ditions; the turbulent  souta- 


wester, which could blow hard 
but at least provided easy means 
to snail home again. There was a 
wind to go out’ with and and 
another to return with, and, in 
the northeast season, there was 
a reasonable assurance of con- 
tinued good weather. Fishermen 
working from open. beaches 
could develop craft suited to 
their purposes, and mariners 
could learn’ to extend coastwise 
passages. tu; ocean wanderings 
as>far as the monsoon blew. 
Primitive ships could suffice, in 
such conditions, and did. Even 
in 1956, many such ships con- 
tinued to sail Eastern seas 
But in Europe it was hot so 
The North Atlantic, beyond the 
tropics edge, . ould blow gales 
it al @ason, and there were 
no seasonal winds, . obligingly 


changing directions twice a year, 
to help mariners on their way. 

On their way to what? What 
lay’ in the West, beyond all that 
bitter sea? In the East were 
silks, spices, jewels, gold. The 
Old Worlds turned east. The 
long spice and rich silk roads . 


led there, and the European ém-. | 
poriums for both centered om=7- 


the Mediterranean. India, Per- 
sia, Araby “The Blest,” were the 
sources of riches and of trade. 
What point was there then in 
sailing out into the Atlantic, 
bound for nowhere? European 
seamen had no incentive to make 
bold transoceanic voyages. So the 
Atlantic was not crossed by 
ships for centuries and, in the 
end, its opening was a chance. 
by-product of the quest for a 
sea route tothe East. Scholars 
had long theorized that to sail 
west would bring ships east, if 
they sailed far enough, and it

Saving Water 
By Trearment — 


Se ge meee 


Municipal water systems and 
their customers, the citizens of 
larger United States municipali- 
ties, are overlooking a ready 
water supply through waste wa- 
ter treatment, according to Mark 
N. Hollis of the Federal Public 
Health Service. 


Mr. Hollis.said that, some six 
or eight years ago, the Ameri- 
can public was spending $200 
million a year for waste water 
treatment plants, but it had re- 
cently jumped this figure to $400 
million a year. But he thinks the 
rate shotild be “above $500 -mil- 
lion.” He did not say “$500 mil- 


‘Jion”: he said “above $500 mil- 


lion.” Members of the great 
bureaucracy at Washington are 
eagy about putting a limit on 
any estimate of any future 
spending. 

If Mr. Hollis said how much 
water was being consérved by 
these treatment processes, the 
news story did not quote him. 
Possibly the reason that we are 
making slow pregress in this 
field comes from the fact that we 
talk too much about the cost 
and too little about the amount 
of water we will derive from it. 


The treatment of contaminated 
water for reuse by the public has 
been fully demonstrated. It was 
in wide use in Germany before 
World War I. But there is an 
obstinate popular prejudice 
against turning to it in America. 
Waste water conservation at any 
such figures is not good campaign 
material. 


This treament of waste. water 
{is going to be especially import- 
ant in Texas as time goes On. 
Our surface water comes pri- 
marily from a number of rather 
smab parellel rivers, nearly all 
of which are contaminated with 
various forms of waste materials. 
The time is not far distant when 
we will be consuming the total 
capacity of these rivers to pro- 
duce fresh water. We should 
adopt, first, a.much stricter pro- 
gram of prevention of water con- 
tamination in these streams and, 
second, a program of condition- 
ing this water for reuse, The 
two programs will supplement 
each other because the less con- 
tamination, the cheaper the -re- 
conditioning. — Dallas News.

In its main. essentials, the 
Buckingham Palace Post Olfice 
is like any other post office. At 
a long counter clerks transact . 
ordinary office business-- 
with the Palace staff who wart -° 
postage stamps, postal = and: ~ 
money orders, stamped station- 
ery, parcels and letters register- 
ed, and to send telegrams. 

Apart from the Palace staff, 
the only members of the public 
permitted to use this post office 
are the soldiers from the adjoin- 
ing guard room, and they can 
only buy stamps and postal 
orders, and post their letters in 
the Palace post box when on a 
tour of duty. 

If you happen to be outside 
Buckingham Palace at about six 
o’clock any week-day morning 
you will. see the familiar red 
Post Office vans drive in to 
the unloading point. From here 
the bags of letters and reels 
are taken to the sorting office. 
By eight o'clock the mail will 
have been distributed to all 

of the Palace. 

turally, the largest. pile of 
letters goes to the Queen’s pri- 
vate secretary, and the size of 
the mail varies considerably, es- 
pecially on Her Majesty's birth- 
day, when it is enormous. An 
outsize stack is always placed 
on the desk of the private -se- — 
cretary )to the. Duke of Edin- ~ 


burgh. |The Press Secretary, 
Commander Richard Colville, 


receives a heavy mail, and s0 
does the Master of the Royal 
Household. 

Letters are always delivered 
on time. The machine-like pre- 
cision of the postal arrange 
ments is frequently praised” by 
resident visitors, particularly 
abroad. As fast 2s 
the mail comes in, just as fast 
does it go out. Correspondence 
is handled rapidly, and an en- 
deavour is made to reply by 
return if possible. 

Messengers from the yarious 
departments in the Palage are 
bringing sacks. of letters from 
morning until night: there is no 
question of saving up letters for 
the last collection. “Post Early 
and Post Often” is the practice. 

Members of the Royal Fam- 
ily and officials of the Court 
make. considerable use of the 
telephone, telegraph and wire- 
‘less because they save time. 
Telephone lines radiate from the 
Palace in all directions, and 
there “are one hundred and 
eighty extensions in the build- 
ing. 
Although the Palace is con- 
nected to the public telephone 
system, scores of private lines 
link it with all the other Royal 
residences, Government De- 
partments and, of course, to 10, 
Downing Street. : : 

When the Queen is at Bal- 
moral the private line between 
there andthe Palace is in use 
the greater part of the day. The 
men operators are about the 
stickest and most courteous in 
the world. 

You might ask if operators 
hear anything when membérs of 
the Royal Family are on the 
line. The Post Office has in- 


_ stalled a special secrecy device 


which makes overhearing im- 
possible. This system is widely 
used between Government De- 
partments and by people hold- 
ing important positions. 

A Royal birth, death, marriage 
or coronation will make tremen- 
dous demands upon the facili- 
ties. To meet these, additional 
equipment has to be installed 
and the staff may. be tempor-* 
arily increased. 

Many of the State telegrams 
are in code, and these are first 
decoded by Post Office experts 

Prince Charles and Princess 
Anne always epjoy a visit to the 
Court Post Office and like to 
watch the sorting of the letters, 
the dexterity of the telephone 
operators, the  teleprinter at 
work and the work of the Post 
Office engineer who spends all 
his time on maintenance. 

But perhaps their greatest joy 
is when a new stamp is issued. 
When they see the gleaming 
coloured sheets of 240 stamps, 
each bearing a picture of their 
mother, they naturally remar’:

Some 90 per cent of the trees 
along the streets in Milwaukee 
and its suburbs, as well as in 
many other Wisconsin cities, are 
elms. Most of them are full 
grown trees. From the air, many 
parts of Milwaukee — including 
some areas that look shabby 
and rundown to a_ pedestrian 
traveling through them — look 
like a park. It cannot be dis- 
puted that the elms are among 
Milwaukee's finest «natural as- 
sets, 

A few years ago, many resi- 
dents here began to worry about 
those fine rows of “elms. The 
Dutch elm blight was discovered 
here. Did this mean that the 
streets would soon become tree- 
less? 

Said the foresters, “We'll start: 
spraying and the blight will go 
away.” And they did start 
spraying with DDT solutions of 
various strength and the elm 
blight, while not precisely van- 
ishing, has been kept at bay. 

That made the tree enthu- 
siasts happy, but the bird en- 
thusiasts were soon up in arms. 
The bird enthusiasts claimed the 
DDT was destroying the robins. 
Not so, said the tree enthusi- 
asts. ¥ 

Until recently, this difference 
of opinion between the two 
species of nature enthusiasts 
was heated but inconclusive, 
chiefly because no one could 
prove anything. A bird enthu- 
siast would say that she hadn’t 
seen a robin on her lawn all 
summer. A tree enthusiast 
would counter that'he had a 
lawn full of birds, all of them 
making the dawn noisy with 
their songs. ; 

But then along came the uni- 
versity scientists with some 
facts. The tree enthusiasts — 
while. not admitting for a. mo- 
ment that the facts. mean what 
they seem to mean — now are 
on the defensive. 

What Professors Hickey and 
Hunt did was take a census of 
songbirds in two Milwaukee 
suburbs, Wauwatosa and Shore- 
wood, and the city of Janesville, 
all of which have sprayed their 
elms. Then they took a similar 
count of feathered -heads in un- 
sprayed areas of Madison, . 
Stoughton, and Portage. The re- 
sults were quite decisive, writes 
Robert W. Wells in The Chris- 
tian« Science Monitor. 

The three’ unsprayed areas 
averaged 175 pairs of robins per 
100 acres. Janesville had 31 per 
cent as many, Wauwatosa 30 per 
cent and Shorewood — where 
the ‘DDT has been applied most 
liberally — only 2 per cent. 

Shorewood had only 11. per 
cent as many common grackles,- 
11 per cent as many house 
wrens, 12 per cent as many 
mourning doves, 35 per cent as 
many blue jays, 10 per cent as 
many Baltimore orioles, and 33 
per cent as many starlings. Wau- 
watosa and Janesville had more 
of most varieties than Shore- 
wood, but far fewer than the 
test areas. ;

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Riding Bucking 
Bulls For Money 


Joe Green is a wiry, sensitive 
23-year-old from the town of 
Sulphur, Okla. who makes a liv- 
ing by riding rodeo bulls who do 
everything but snort fire and 
brimstone. Green does not par- 
ticularly like to ride bulls. In 
fact, he is almost always ner- 
vous just before he performs. 
But, going into the. Nationa! 
Finals Rodeo at Dallas last 
month, Joe Green felt strangely 
calm. Not that it helped “That 


worries me when I’m not ner- 


vous.” 
The Dallas rodeo, organized 
this year as @ World Series for 
a sport which annually ‘draws 15 
million spectators, matched Joe 
Green and 68 other carelully 
selected cowboys against the 
most dangerous rodeo animals 
in the country for prizes adding 
up to $57,500. The events ranged 
from steer-wrestling to calf-rop- 
ing, but to the cowboys, the busi- 
ness of ridiing bulls was differ- 
ent — and more perilous than 
anything else. 


-Riding bulls, with their fran- 
tic spins, their quick direction 
changes and, as 4 special fillip, 
their horns, is more risky~ than 
riding brones. Further, bull rid- 
ers are not permitted saddles. 
They cling with one hand to a 
rope tied around the bull’s stom- 
ach. What they fear most, under- 
standably, is being thrown for- 
ward in the zone where a bull 
can hook’ them in the face with 
his horns. 


Two things distinguished bull 


rider Joe Green as the Dallas 


rodeo began. He was hot — he 


had w6n prize money in a dozen 


straight rodeos since August, 
building his year’s earnings to 
$9,921. And then, unlike many 
of his rivals, he was not afraid to 
admit the fact.of fear. 


Green himself believed that 
money, rather thamthe bulls, 
‘was the underlying cause of his 
tension. “I went through long 
periods of not winning and I got 
in debt and I needed the money 
so bad. But it got to a point 
where, when I could win some 
money, I jumped off. I actually 
jumped off, I was so tense.”

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Convicts ‘Escape 
In Warden’s Car 


biggest penitentiary in the 
world, was grossly overcrowded 
in 1935. Built to hold 3,000 pri- 
soners, its population had’ risen 
to more than 6,000. Not especi- 
ally ndéted for its comfort and 
congeniality at the best of times, 
life in the prison had become 
intolerably wretched. 

A feeling of unrest among the 
inmates snowballed and soon a 
e of prisoners were sing] 
out as agitators and cast into 

the infamous dungeons. 

But far from relieving the 
tension, this move aggravated it. 

Rudolph “Bad Boy” Straight, 
a 35-year-old criminal who had 
twice tried, and failed, to escape 
from San Quentin, became more 
determined than ever to succeed 
at his third attempt. 

At a time when most e 
were looking forward to 
mas, Straight was anticipating 
a happy new year of freedom. 

Carefully he selected three 
accomplices. They were a 26- 
year-old Scoteman, Alexander 
Mackay, and two Americans — 
Joe Kristy, 26, and Fred Lan- 
ders, 27, The four of them plan- 
ned to make their bid for free- 
dom on January 16th, 1935, 
Straight promised them there 
would be “outside help.” 

At about noon on the day, a 
party of distinguished men, all 
responsible prison officials, were 
sitting down to lunch in the 
office of Warden James Hollo- 
han. They finished their lunch 
and, while they sat smoking and 
chatting, Lieutenant Jones and 
watchman Doose of the . prison 
guard left to fetch the warden’s 
oar. 

A minute after their depar- 
ture, four desperate men, each 
of them armed, stopped work 
in the nearby prison garden, en- 
tered the warden’s house, and 
burst into the lunch room. 

The 62-year-old warden tried 
to restrain them, but was thrown 
to the floor and his skull was 
fractured with a blow from the 
butt of a pistol. The rest of the

clothes with the convicts. Mark 
Noon, the prison board secre- 
Mtary, was forced to telephone 
the guard, to warn him not to 
open fire. 

The hostages emerged just as 
the warden’s car was driven up. 
Jones and Doose were disarmed 
and the members of the prison 
board were ordered into the car. 


The four convicts followed 
them in. Forcing the two guards 
to stand .on either running 
board, they drove out through 
the west gate. Once outside, 
Doose was pushed off and Jones 
hauled inside to drive. : 

The car sped on its way with 
the wake of pursuers keeping a 
respectful distance for fear the 
convicts used their guns. Realiz- 
ing that the escapers were 
alarmed by the speed at which 
the police had closed in, Mark 
Noon suggested that he should 


be set down to hold back the . 


pursuing cars, The convicts 


agreed and dropped him off just | 


before the Petaluma Bridge. 

Noon stopped the leading po- 
lice car and learned that the 
Petaluma drawbridge was up, 
effectively blocking the escape 
of the fugitives. 

The convicts’ car came roar- 
ing back along the road. Swear- 
ing with rage, they headed to- 
wards Novato, doubling back 
through the ranks of their pur- 
suers and creating wild confu- 
sion. 

They encountered a road block 
-near Marshall and opened fire. 
The police, apparently unaware 
of the hostages in the car, re- 
plied with rifles and machine 
guns. Both rear tires of the car 
were blasted’ away but somehow 
it kept going. 

Driving at a suicidal pace, the 
convicts reached Valley Ford. 
As they rounded a bend another 
hail of bullets met them. The 
windshield. and rear windows 
were shattered and the car ca- 
reered crazily off the road. 

Forcing open the nearside 
doors, the convicts leapt out and 
raced for the shelter of a nearby 
dairy. The driverless car plung- 
ed “towards the brick wall of the 
building at 30 m.p.h. Somehow 
the officials threw themselves 
clear just before the vehicle 
smashed into the brickwork. 

A huge army of police closed 
in on the dairy in which the 
eonvicts had taken cover after 
locking the staff in the deep 
freeze. — 

Straight appeared at @ win- 
dow and raised a rifle, Before 
he could fire a charge of buck- 
shot hit him full in the face. At 
the fall of their leader, the other 
three men surrendered. Bach 
was found to have a 45 auto- 
matic, and a hundred rounds 
between them, 

The four members of the pri- 
son board were safely retrieved 
and one was taken to hospital 
to have a bullet removed from 
his hip. Straight was also re- 
moved to hospital, but died later 
that day. 

With the three surviving con- 
victs safely back in jail, the most 
dramatic break in the history of 


San Quentin was at an end. But 
one question remained to be 
answered. How .had the guns 
been smuggled into the prison? 

The mystery was cleared up 
by Landers who. revealed that 
the guns had come from 4 man 
called Clyde Stevens, a former 
San Quentin convict, wanted by 
the police for robbing 4 S4n

Stevens. Captured with him was 
another wanted man, Albert 
Kessell. He and Stevens had 
planned to form a bank-raiding 
organization after “springing” 
Straight and his hand-picked 
accomplices. ; 

For the help he had given the 
police, Landers was dealt with 
leniently and paroled. Mackay 
and Kristy, however, were found 
guilty of kidnapping with vio- 
lence and senteficed to death. — 

Their execution date was fix- 
ed for February 28th, 1936, but 
on February 16th the British 
Government” interceded in the 
case of Scotsman Mackay, who 
said he had taken part in the 
break because he considered he 
had been unjustly treated. 

On February 20th, the -Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court recom 
mended that Mackay’s execution 
be delayed until the U.S. Su- 
preme Court had dealt with an 
appeal from Joe Kristy.

There was an immediate re- 
sponse from district attorney 
Bagshaw, who called Britain’s 
intercession “an insult to the 
California Supreme Court” and 
a third date was set for the exe- 
cution — May 22nd. 


On May 2ist, Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, the British Consul, 
visited the State Department 


and as a result a further request 
was sent to Governor Merriam 
to commute the sentence, but 
once again it was rejected. An 
eleventh hour. appeal by An- 
thony Eden, Britain's Foreign 
Secretary, also failed. 

- At 10.05 am. on May 22nd, 
Mackay and Kristy were hang- 
‘ed before a hundred witnesses 
at San Quentin.
